Ihe law will he maintained.

WHY PKESIDENT FAVORS A LOCK
CANAL.

In Iiis letter recommending a lock
. anal at Panama the President says
that ihere is no question of building
it waterway through which the largest
vnsseht could go with safety at unin¬
terrupted high speed. Either type of
canal under consideration would be
too narrow mid shallow to he called
with truthfulness n strait or lo have
any of the properties of a wide deep,
water -trip. Raoh type has certain
u IvantagcH ami disadvantages, but in
ihe opinion of the President the disad.
vantages are fewer and the advan¬
tage-, very much greater in the case
of h lock canal, lie points out that
. he sea-level canal' would be slightly
less exposed lo damage in the evenl
of war: the running expense, aparl
from the heavy cosl of Interest on the
amount employed In construction,
would be less, and for small ships
transit time probably would be less.
On tin- other band, it is pointed out
'hat the lock canal, at a level of
eighty feet or thereabouts would cost
not much more than half as much lo
build ami could Ik- bull) In about half

ihr tim*- while there would he very
much less risk connected wltti building
it ami. for large ships, the transit
would he quicker. Taking Into account:
Ihe interest on the nmoum saved In
building, the actual cost of mainte¬
nance would he less, and. after being
built, it would he cas|<<r 'o enlarge
Ihe lock ih/n the sea-level canal.
